(hall grow due and payable foz 62 by reaſon of any Fire-hearths oꝛ Stoves, accozding to the utmoſt of heir 
power: And herein We do expect and require from them and every of them, ſd vigozous and effectual aſſi- 
ſtance, that all concealment of any Hearths oz Stoves may ve ſpeedily deteeted, all illegal and undue Certift- 
cates diſcharged foꝛ erempting df any perſons, all obſtructions in the Collecting of Our laid Revenue removed, 
and all perſons which ſhall aſſault oꝛ affront Our Officers oꝛ their Deputies either in wozd oz deed; exempla- 
rily puniſhed, upon pain of Dur high Dilplealure, and of being | niger yp againſt as Contemners of Dur 
Royal Authozity, and as perſons ill affected to the Peace and © ety of Our Kingdom. And to the end 
Our Will and Pleaſure herein may be made known, due do hereby Will and Require all Sheriffs ; 
Mayozs and Bapliffs in the leveral and reſpective Counties, Cities, and Towns-cozpotate of this Our 
Realm, to cauſe this Our Pꝛoclamation to be Publiſhed in all and every the Market plates within their 
Hons, upon ſome Market⸗day within Fourtefn days next after their Keceipt thereof, as they will an- 
er the contrary at their perils; G5.
